Dry 
heat is toe conventional roasting 
method with the turkey placed on 
a rack in an open pan.

F. Moist heat is achieved by plac­ 
ing the bird in a tightly covered 
pan with enough water to create 
steam and using higher tempera­ 
tures (450 degrees). 
Cooked by either moist or dry 
heat, the turkey will be juicy, ten­ 
der and flavorful.

But the human body in most in­ 
stances has built up the necessary 
resistance which, if the disease is 
discovered in time, enables us to 
fight its inroads. 
That is why routine X-rays are 
necessary; why in almost everv 
community there are medical cen­ 
ters where patients may go free of 
charge for examination and, if nec­ 
essary, assignment to a hospital for 
treatment. 
The City of St. T ouK for instance 
has Koch Hospital where a splen­ 
did record has been made in treat­ 
ment and cure.

Both the City of St. Louis and St.

Down the years with a few execu­ 
tions the cases, deaths and mor­ 
tality rate have decreased.

List, 
why

plan on roast turkey for this Sun­ 
day’s dinner. A turkey on Sunday, 
you know, can mean leftovers that 
help to solve your menu problems 
later in the week. 
Tow to roast your turkey de­ 
pends on whether you choose to 
use moist heat or dry heat. Dry 
heat is the conventional roasting 
method with the turkey placed on 
a rack in an open pan. No cover 
and no liquid, with tem peratures 
about 300 degrees to 350 degrees 
F. Moist heat is achieved by plac­ 
ing the bird in a tightly covered 
pan with enough water to create 
steam and using higher tem pera­ 
tures (450 degrees). 
Cooked by either moist or dry 
heat, the turkey will be juicy, ten­ 
der and flavorful. If the bird is to 
be carved at the table, however, 
the dry heat method is general­ 
ly preferred. The length of time 
varies with the method as well as 
the amount of turkey. The braising, 
or moist heat method, takes less 
time than the dry heat way.

ESSEX, Mo. — Discovery of a 
chemical finish that will allow 
creases to be put in or removed 
from easy care cotton garments 's 
the aim of a research project an­

The research will be conducted 
under a $35,000 grant to Stanford 
Research Institute, South Pasade­

Hu­ 
mor is also a superb weapon in 
politics, but you must be sure 
you slant your huuior to the 
I. Q. or educational level of 
your public.

CASE N-476: Clint W., aged 22, 
was a journalism student, who en­ 
rolled in my “Applied Psychol­ 
ogy” class at Northwestern Uni­ 
versity. 
When we reached Chapter 12 tn 
my textbook, entitled “The Psy­ 
chology of Writing and of Art,” 
Clint wanted me to discuss hu­ 
mor. 
So I constructed a “multiple 
choice’’ test where I listed situa­ 
tions 
and 
then offered several 
possible answers to each. 
The students were then to pick 
out the correct solution from this 
group. 
Here is one of those typical 
problems, now listed on Page 788 
of my textbook: 
“A butler accidentally opens the 
bathroom door while the lady of 
the house is bathing. He should 
say: 
I 
—“Oh, excuse me, Madame. I 
didn’t know you were in here.” 
—‘‘You should have locked the 
door.” 
—“Oh, excuse me, Sir.” 
Which of those answers would 
indicate the best judgment on the 
part of that Butler? 
Well, when 1 used this same 
problem in a newspaper puzzle 
some years ago, hundreds of bril­ 
liant 
scientists, 
clergymen 
and 
business 
executives 
telephoned 
and wrote letters and even sent 
telegrams demanding to know if 
it wasn’t a misprint when I gave 
the 3rd answer as the proper one. 
“Why, Dr. Crane,” these people 
with a single-track mind would 
protest, “surely that third reply 
couldn’t be right! For it was a 
woman in the tub, not a man, 
so why should he say ‘Sir’?” 
Well, that was an evidence of 
the butler’s tact or diplomacy! 
So public speakers, as well as 
writers, are almost compelled to 
laugh at their own jokes or else 
insert the printed word (joke) in 
their 
speeches, to 
make 
sure 
these overly seious folks get the 
point. 
Many people have such a tend­ 


ency to place a serious meaning 
on everything they hear, that they 
even attempt xo dissect jokes in 
an effort to figure out some ul­ 
terior meaning. 
To have a good sense of humor, 
means that you must have wide 
social (human) experience. 
If you grew up as an introvert 
or have lived like Robinson Cru­ 
soe, you will not be very humor­ 
ous.

For there is a subconscious sex* 
ual interstimulation in a mixed 
crowd.

Children, 
too, 
require 
visible 
humor. That’s why slapstick com­ 
edy fits the mood of youngsters 
and those of little education. 
Chesterfieldian 
wit 
is 
limited 
largely to highbrows. 
A “pun” is thus a twist on word 
meanings, so it leaves children 
flat. 
But a custard pie, slammed in 
the face of the villain, makes 
youngsters shriek with laughter. 
Another element of wit is the 
incongruous, as when a stuffed 
shirt dignitary slips on a banana 
peeling.
